Mileries vhich betel tne-Empire, proceeded from the ſheddiis of the 7u- 
_ nocext:Blooa of tie Chriſtians; Cyprian was at lait condemned to have his 
: Head cut off, wito patiently and willingly ſubmitted his Neck to the {tcoak 
F of the Sword. 
Sixtus, Biſhop of Rome, with ſix Deacons, for the Chriſtian Faith were 
; all beheaded. 

\ Laurence alſo, another of his Deacons, following Sixtxs,-as he went 
.to his Execution, complained that he might not (uffer-wich him, but thac 
_ he was feeinded,as the-Son from the Father;to whom the Biſhop-anlwer ed, 

That within three days he ſhonld follow him, bidding him in tie mean 
time to go Home, and it he had any Trea{ures, to ditrivute them amongit 
-the' Poor; the Judge hearing mention of 'Treatures, tuppoting that Laws 
rence had great ſtore in his cultody,- commanded hin to bring the ſame to 
.bim; Laurence craved three cays reſpit, promiling thento declare where 
:the Treaſures might be had ; -in the meantime he cauſed a good number of 
 Chriſtians:to be gathered together, and when the day of his anſwer was 
come, the Perſecutors-{trictly charged him:to. make good his proiniſe; 
but Valiant 'Zaurexce ſtreaching his Arms over the Poor, ſaid, Theſe are 
the precious T reaſures of the Church , theſe are the Freaſures indeed, in whons 
. *Chriſt hath his Manſion, &c. Butthe T yranr, In agreat fury and madneſs, 
cryed, kindle the Fire, make no ſpare of Wood, hath this Villian deluded the 
\Emperour ? Away with him, whip him with Scourges, jerk him with Rods, buf 
Fet bim with Fiſts, brain him with Clubs, jeſteth the Traytor with the Empere= 
Jour? Pinch bim with*fiery Tongs, vird him with burning Pl tes, bring-out the 
ſtrongel-Chains and Fire- forks, andthe Grate of Iron, ſet it onthe Fire ; bind 
"#be-Rebel. hand and foot, and wh:n the Grate is red het, on with ham, roaſtlnn,

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Dioniceous writeth, that the number of thoſe that ſuffered Martyrdom 
about that time was great, Mem, Women, young Men, Maidens, old Wrues, 
and Mer of all forts and Ages, of whom ſome with Seourgings and Fire, 
and ſome with the Sword obtained the Victory, and got the Crown z- nel- 
ther, {ſaith he, to rhis day doth the Preſident ceaſecruslly Alurdering ſuch as bs 
brought before him, Tearmms ſome with Torments, Inprifnll athers, and com- 
manding that 10 :2nan jhould come to them; yet.God with the daily reſort of 
the Brethren doth comtoit the afflifted. . . | p 

Not long after this time, tie Church had Peace for-about the ſpace of 
forty four years, during which time it Cid mightily encreaſe and flouriſh, 
and divers of the Chriſtians were preferred, both to Court,and elſewhere ; 
but through chis great proſperity the Chriitians began to degenerate, a 
grow idle, itriving and contending among themſelves upon every occaſions 
with ratling words, beſpattering one another in a diſptteful manner, Bl- - 
ſhops againit Biſhops, and People againſt People, moving hatred and ſedi- 
tion each againlt other. belides curted Hypocrilie and Difftimulation more 


and more, by realon whereof Gods Judgments brake forth againſt them, 
the Paitours being inflamed in mutual contempt againſt each other 3 then 


did the Lord raiſe up Adverſaries againſt his People ; then did Droclefpan 
the Emperour ralle a great and grievous Perſecution againſt the Church 
commanding all the Meeting places of the Chriſt jansto be ſpoiled and caſt 
down, and the Book of the Scripture to be burnt, which was executed 
with ailrigourand contempt that might be, giving out Edipts for the dif- 
placing of all Chrittian Magiſtrates z and for Impriſoning of the Eldere 
and Bilhops, and a great Perlecution enſued : Bur the Chriſtians manfylly 
paſſed through exceeding bitter Torinents, by Scourging,'Whipping, and 
Racking, and being put to D-ath ; fo that it cannot be expreſſed.-what num- 
ber of Martyrs ſuffered, what Blood was ſhed through all Cities and Regi- 
ons. for the Name of TChiiſt in this Emperonrs time, by divers Forments g - 
ſome being hanged up by the feer,and by the finoke of a tmall Fire ftrangled. - 
Gne Peter was hoyted up naked, and ſo beaten and torn with Whips, 
that his Bones might be ſeen; then they poured on Salt anu Vinegar, and - 
after Roaited him. with a fotr Fire. | 
Allo many Chriitians bcing met together, Afxximiniarthe Emperour 

ſent jome to burn the Meeting-place, and Þurn them all; but firſt they 
commanded a Cryerio Procjaim, That whoſnever would have life ſhould come 
out, and f.ccrifice to japirer, otherwiſe tney ſhould be all burnt-5<then one ſtep- 
ping up belkdly in the nameof all che reft, ſaid, We are all Chriſtians, and 
believe that Chrill u car only-God and\King, and-wewall ſaerrficeto none but him : 
Hereupon the 'Fire. vw askindlcd' and many. Men,: Women and Children 
were burnt inthat place... [age * 
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And the pnniſhments theſe Chriſtians endured were ſo great, and hor- 
ible, as no Tongue is *ble to expreſs ; as Whippings, Scourgengs, Rackings, 
horrible Scrapings, Sword, Fircſhip boats, wherelnto many were Pt, and 
ſunk-into the Sea, 25215 hanging upon Crefſ-s, -binding ſome to the hodies 
of Trees, with their Head hanging downwards, hanging others by the 
mjdeles upon Gallonſes,- titi they dyed of hunger, throwing divers alive to 
Bears, - Leopards, wili Bull:, pricktng others with Bodrxins, and Talloys of 
Beaſts, till they were 2!molt dead. 
"The Chriſtians b<ir& alſembled at Anticch, where one Romans ran to 
them, declaring to them that the Wolves were at hand, which would de-

Gordiis, a Centurion in Ceſarea, in the heatof this Perſecution left hig 
charge, living a ſolitary Life in a Wilderneſs for a long time, at lalt when 
a ſolemn Feaſt was celebrated to Afars in that City, and Multitudes of 
People were afſembled in the Theatre to ſee the Games, he'caine and 
got up into a conſpicuous place, and with a loud Voice ſaid; Sebold 7 
am found of thoſe that ſought me not. The Multitude hereypon looked 
about to ſee who it was thar ſpoke this, and Gora: being known, he was 
 Immediatly brought before'the Sheriff, and being asked, who, and what 
he was,and why he'came thirther?He told himthe whole Truth, preteſling, 
That bethelieved in Chriſt, and valued net their threatning, and choſecthis as a 
fit time to manifeſt bis Profeſſion: Then did:the Sheriff call for Scourges, 
Gibbets and all manner of Torments; to whom Gordimw.anſwered, That 
St would be. a loſs and damage'tohim-if he dtd not ſuffer divers Torments andl 
Puniſhments for Chrift and his'Cauſe. The Sherift more incenſed hereby, 
commanded all thoſe Torments to be'inflicted on him, with which Gord:- 
*s could [not be overcome, but ſang, The Lord is my helper, 1 will not fear 
"what man 'can do'unte me, and [ will fear no evil, becauſe tho Lord art with 
'we, &c. Thendid he blame the Tormentors for favouring him, provek-

Baſil in one of his Orations rehates a Story of one 7allita, from whoin

dectared her Caſe; but the wicked Vilian that had robbed her, ſaid, 
That her Aition was of na force, for ſhe was an Out law, for not obſerving the 
Emperour's G ods, and that ſhe was a Chriſtian: His Allegation was al.ow- 
ed, Incenſe was prepared for her to offer to the Gods, which if ſhe refu- 
kd, ſhe ſhould neither have protection nor benefit of the Emperours 
Laws, nor cor:tinue her life : She hearingthis, in the mighty Strengch of

After the Death of Fov:ianus, the Arians coming in favour, Lucius the 
Arian, was lettled in Alexandria, whereupon great Perſecution follewe 
ed in Egypt, wherein ome were Impriſoned, ſome Tormented, others 
Exiled Peter the Bilhop of Alexandria was Impriſoned, and not long af- 
ter an EdiCt was proctaimed, by vertue of which the Religious Houſes _ 
in the Deſart were ſpotted, threwn down, and cruelly beaten4o the. 
Grourd ; for the armed Souldiers ſetting upon thoſe accounted filly ahd 
unarmed Souls, who would not ſtretch ent the hand in their own Srine, 
were miſerably ſlain; the manner of which Slavghter was ſo lamentable 
that-it cannot (ufficiently be manifeſt to the World, and throughout Mex- 
andria and Egypr there was great Perſecutions to them that maintained

In that condition : Thomas replyed, Hy Life ts not dear to me, I bad rather 
by Death, (which I know is not far off) depart this Life, than to partake of | 
your deteſtable Idolatries, or be ſubjett to Antichriſt, your Pope.

time of his Impriſonment the Hate of the People throngh igrorance was | 
great againſt him, notwithſtanding they could never move his Patience; Ml .

ſhe lamented he comforted her, and gave her many good and godly Ex-Ml |

him, and toleave the devices and imaginations of mens Inventions, and 
ſaying, O Lorareceive my Spirit, patiently endured the Cruelty of the Fire 
until his Life was ended.

Thus the Reader hath an Account of ſuch az ſuſtained Death for Chriſts 
cauſe, through the rigorous Proclamationatoreſaid, ſet out in the Name 
of the King, but jndeed procured by the Biſhops, and by them ſo trictly 
exccuted, that no good man could pecp out with his head never ſo licrle, 
but he was caught, and either brought tothe Fire, or elſe forced to abvjure;

of them that are dead. Which Will being brought by his Son (his Execu- 
tor) tothe Biſhop of Canerbwy to be prove, tat Biihop shewed it to the 
Convocation, who palt aſentence, that a Commiſlien should be ſent to 
Dr. Parker, Chancellor of the Diocels of }rce/ter, to take up Tacy's 
dead body, and to burn him as an Heretick for inakxing ſuch a Will;

Abc ut this time the Houſe of Commons, aſſembled in Parliament, put 
up a v1 pplication, by way of Complaint, ro the King, againſt the Clergy; 
- this Cerpliint the King fecmed at firit not to take much notice of, yet 
aſterv.ards coming to have a clear underitanding of the Abules and Enor- 
mities of the Clergy, eſpecially of ths corrupt Authority of the See of 
Rome, provided certain Acts againft the fame, and wholly excluded the 
Popes Authority out of this Reaim ; bur chinking the work not (ufficiently 
done, as long as Abbies and Priories kept their itation, which were (as 
It were) his Fortreſles and Pillarsz there was, not long after -means 
found to bave them ſuppreſled ; for aſperiions being laid upon them, of

This Cramwell was through the goodneſs of God raiſed upto bea friend 
'and a'favourer of theſe that profeſt the Goſpel, who though but a Smiths 
SON, born at. Putney, for the pregnancy of his wit, he was firſt entertain- 
, ed by Cardinal Woolſey, and by him employed in many great Afﬀeairs;' the 
, Cardinal falling, the King took him unto his Service, and finding his great 
_ Abilities, advanced him for his worth to. great places of Honour and

But as this Thomas Cr omwell was raiied up for good, and being ſo greatly 
in favour with the King, uſed all means he coald to perſwade him to re- - 
form the enormities in the Church z on the other hand, Satan:raiſed up 
his Inſtrument, which: was Srephen Gardner, Bithop of Wincheſter, who 
uſed all wiles and ſubtil means he could to perſwade the King againſt the 
lame ; caſting uponthe Profeſiors of Truth the name of Hereticks,  Seitas .. 
ries, Anabaptiſts, and Sacramentaries, and ſo far prevailed with the King, 
that by the Kings Authority certain InjanRions were-publiſhed, probibi- 
ting the publiſhing any Books in-Ergliſh, written by the Settaries and Sa- - 
cramentaries, under the pain of the. forfetture of all their Goods and Chattels, _ 
and their Bodies tobe Impriſoned during the Kings pleaſure: And further, this . 
Stephen Gardner inſtigated the King, not only againſt the Queen (who -| 
was a favourer of Religion and Reformation? but alſe againſt this Tho- 
964 Lord Crommell, who no doubt had brought theencreaſle of true Reli- 
gion, according to-his underſtanding,.:ta more perfection, - had not this - 
Gardner, and other Malignant Oppoſers thereof-ſet themſelves againſt ir, .

Before theſe Articles were publiſhed, Biſhop @ardzer having obtained 
his deſire with the Kingzhe and the reſt of the Prelates began again freſh to 
perſecute the Proteſtants, -and the firſt they ſtretched forth their Hands 
againſt was John Lambort, a Norfolk, man, and one zealous for the ſpread- 
ing of the Truth, according to the Manifeſtation of it then broke forth ;

the-Inſtigation of Sir Thomas Morr he was-apprehended andbrought ts 


Londen, where he wss firſt brought to Examination at Lambeth, and then- 


at the Biſhops Houſe at Oxford, before Worbham, Arch-bilhop of Canterbury, 


and others, where forty five Articles were objected againſt htm, to all _ 


which he anſwered in writing very fully and wiſely, both according to

The Biſhop of Canterbury ſhortly after dying, whereby Lambort for 
that time was delivered ont of Priſon; and coming to London, it was not 
long before he -fell into trouble again; for having a private Conference 
with one Doctor Taylor, what paſt between them 'in their diſpute in 
private grew at laſt a puvlick and common talk, which coming to. the 
Arch-blihops Ear, he ſent for Lamborr, and forced him to defend*his 


Cauſe openly ; in that Diſputation Lambore appealed to the King from

By reaſon of theſe ſix Articles a great Number were apprehended in 


London ard other Flaces, ſo thar ali the Priſons in Loxdon were too little 
to hold them, and many were impriſoned in Hails.

his, who-by bribing the Keeper, obtained, that he was put amongſt 
Thieves ard Murthirers ; ket Porter hearing and iceing their Wickednets, 


exhorted them toamendment of life, giving them good inſtructions; for. 


this he was complained of- and carried down into the loweſt Dungeon, 


where hs was fo cruelly opprellcd with Bults and Irons, that within few: 


dayes after he was found dead. 


[n the year 1544. One Reberr Teftwood living at Windſor, being a fa-. 


yourer of the Luth:rains, and ſeeing People licking and kiſſing a white 
Alavlaſter Image thet Rood behind the high Altar, his Zeal was fo ſtir- 
red,that with a Reythat he l.ad in his hand he ſtruck off the Images Noie 
ſaying, See good People whar it is, it cannot belp it ſelf , how then would you 
nc it help you? The noiſe hereof being ſpread abroad, . one.Simends, 4 
Lawyer took up the Noſe, and ſaid, one day itſhould be-a Gear Noletg

Afterwards, on a day when every one was to carry a Relick in Proceſ- 
lion, Teſtweod, among others,. had Beckers Rocket profiered him, but he 
puined 1t away, ſaying, If they gaveit h:m, be would wipe bis T ail with tt. 
Theſe doings fo offended the Clergy, that they faid, He was a Heretick, 
and would roaſt a Fazgot one day fer this Jeer 5 yet notwithſtanding their 
Threats, he lived quiet tilithe death of the Lord Cromwell, and till Win- 
cheſter had infinvated into the affections of the King, and wholly ruled ; 
at which time Tefttood being ſick in Bed, was fetcht and caſt into Priſon, 
together with one Anthony Perſon, fohn Marbeck, and Henry Filmer ; and 
loon after were all brought to Jud ement before Dr. Capon, Bp of Salrwarmy, 
 andothers; Tiftword's Indictment was, That when the Prieſt lifted up the 
Sacrament, be ſaid, What wilt thu lift it up ſo high? What yet bigher.?- Take 
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heed that thou let him not fall: And alſo, that at ſuch times when the Sacra- 
_ ment was lifted up, he uſed to lock down on his Book, or another way, that he might 
wot ſee the Sacrament. To which he ſaid, Whereon 4id he look that marked 
me ſo well ? Mirry (quoth the King's Attorney) he could not be better 
occupied, than to mark ſuch Hereticks. The Priloners being condemned, 
. they ſpent the grearelt part of the night (before their Exzcution ) In 
Prayer, Tharthe Lord would ſtrengthen them, * and enable taem with 
ſtedfaſt Faith and Power to go through their Exerciſe. | 
-Abour this time aroſe a great: Perſecution in Catice in France (which 
was then under England*s Power) where was at one time twelve Perſons 
impriſoned for their Religion, but the Lord Cromwell hearing of it, wrote 
immediately to the Commiſſioners in Calice, inthe King*s Name, requi- 
ring that the Hereticks, with.their Accuſers, ſhonld be ſent over into 
England; the Commiſſioners loading them with Chains, ſent them over. 
when Cromwell heard they were arrived, he ſert for them to his houſe, 
and ſmiling upon them, ſaid, Go your ways-to the Fleet, and ſubmit your 
| ſelves Prefaners there, and be of goed.cneer ; for if God giveme Life, yoi 
"ſhall ſhortly go home with as much. honeſty as ye came with ſhame. But ſhortly 
after this Cromwell being beheaded, theſe poor men had no hope but 1n the 
Providence of their heavenly Father, who comforted them-in their dee 
Troubles, andas their Aﬀictons abounded, their Joys and Confolations 
abounded mach more; for when (as they thought) all hope was paſt, the 
:Lord Anudl:y, Chancellor of Engl.imd, Tent for them, and without any 
further Examination diſcharged them of their [Impriſonment, _ | 

In the year 1541. the. King ſent out a Commiſſin for appr chending of 
ſuch as offended ap gainſt the ſix Articles; and when the Commi loners fate 
at Mercers-Ch ppel, being ſich as were choſen on purpoſe, they enqiired 
not only for ſuch as offended azainſt the ix Articles, but of ſuch as came 
teldom to their- Church, and rece) cd not the holy Bread and Water, 
and indiced a ove five hundred Perfons, moſt of which had eitheir dyel 
in Prifon, or been burnt in Smithfie!d, had notthe Lord Auadley informed 
the King it was out of Malice, ſo granted them his Pardon. 

Abont this time one Richard Meckins, a boy of fifteen years old, wa 
accuſed for ſpeaking ſome words againſt the Sacrament.of the Altar ; and 
when the fir[t Jury would notfind the Indittment againſt him, they were 
ſoundly rattled by the Biſhop-of London, and another Tury Impannelled, 
who found it, and ſo the poor Boy was burnt in Smit field 

Through the diligent ſearch of Adam Damplip & William Smith gt. C ality, 

+ the Devil raiſed up his Inſtruments to perſecnte them and their Hearery 

and Letters were wrote over-tothe Council in:Ezela:d, ſuggeſting, tha 

. by the means of. Damnplip, they were infected with hor rible Hereſtes and 
Errol

Errors; the Perſons accuſed were Thomas Brooke, Ralph Hare, Ffames Cocks 
and Fames Barber, who wcre ſent for over, and committed to Priſon at 
Weſtminſter, and afterwards, when brought before the Biſhops, grievous 
Letters were written againit them from Calice by their Adverſaries, {0 
that if God had not pretcry'd tiiem, they had all certainly periſhed. One 
of theſe, viz. Ralph Hzre, though ſo nnlearned, that he could ſcarce read, 
yet was very zealous, and fo holy and inoffenſive in his Life, that none of” 
his Adverſaries could accuſe him of Evily he was charged for ſpeaking 
azainſt Auricular Contetlion, holy Bread, holy Water, and that he would 
not Swear, nor uſc any Paſtime, but uſed to be in'a Corner by himlelf, 
locking on his Book, when othe:s were at liberty. Thus being charged, 
he ſaidtothe Commiltioners, / rake God to witneſs, I would not willingty 
maintain any Error or {Hereſie 5, wherefore ] beſeech you, let my Accuſers come 
before me, faceto face; forif theycharge me with that I have ſpoken, I will _ 
not denyit , ard if it be Truth] will 'tand toit, if an Error, I will with all © 
my heart forſokgut ; I mean, if it be anainft Gods holy Word ; for the Lord 
my Witneſs, I daily pray to God, that I may know #he Truth, and ſhun Errors, 
and I hope God will preſerve me' from them. —-— The Biſhop of Wincheſter 
faid, I perceive now thou art a naughty Fellow Alas ! ſaid Hare; what 
Evil have I ſpoken ?— Biſhop, Marry Sir, you ſaid, the Lord, the Lord," 
and that s Symbolum Hereticorum: —— W hat is that, ſaid Hare ?——T hou ” 
art naught, thou art naught, laid the Biſhop—— I putty thee, for Ithink, thou * 
art a good ſimple man; und meaneſt well enough, if thou hadſt not had bad © 
School-maſters. Then Thomas Brook was ealled for, who was charged with 
Sedition, That he had contributed rowards maintaining, Adam Damplip,-- 
and that he fhould fay, That what the Prieſt held vp at Maſs, was not. 
the Body of Chriſt : Brookdenied thecharpe, and after ſome debate, was *' 
for that preſent diſmilſled. + | 

The S:-fferings and Martyrdom of Anne ASkew.* 

Anne Askew was apprehended for her Religion, and examined before 
one Ciri/topher Dare, an Inquiſitor, who asked her, If fe did not believe 
the Sarrament of the Altar to be the real Body of Chriſt ? To this Queſtion 
ſhe refuſed to anſwer :* Then he told her, That ſhe was accuſed for reading 
that God dwelt not in Temples made with hands ; whereupon ſhe {h2wed him 
the 7 and 17th chapters of the 4s for it. Then he asked her how lhe 
underitood thoſe Texts? ſhe anſwered, That ibe would not caſt Pearls . 
before Swine. - Then he charged her for ſaying, That ſhe had rather read * 
five Lines in her Bible, than hear a Maſs. - She ſaid, The reaſon was, be- * 
cauſe one did greatly edifice her, and theother did not. * Andafter other | 
Queſtions askt, he had her before the Mayor of London : The Mayor, :* 
after ſome diſcourſe withher, ordercd her to be had to Priſon 3: she askt 
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Perſecuted by the Papiſts, Part z. 
if Soreties would not ſerve turn ? he ſaid, He would take none ; but after 
ſome time lhe was relealed from that [Impriſonment : Not long after she 
was apprehenced again, and carried betore the Kings Council, where the 
Chancelior askt her opinion about the Sacrament ?- She {aid, that she be- 
lieved, that lo oft as $he received the Bread in remembrance of Chriit's 
Death, She received therewith the Fruits of his nott glorious Paſlion : 
The Biſhop of Winchefter bid her anſwer directly : she anſwered, $she 
would not ling th e Lords Song in a ſtrange Land : The Bilhop old: Her, 
ſhe was a Parror: To which $he replyed, "That she was wilting, not only 
to receive Rebnkes from-him, but whatloever $hould follow belides, and 
thatgladly ; after much Eng She. was impriſoned until the next 
da”, and then asked again, What ſhe ſaid t the Sacrament ? She anlwered, 
that She ha) {aid what She could ſay. Then the Biſhop of Wincheſter (aid), 
He would ſpeak. with ber familiarly; $he faid, fo did Fudas when he un- 
friendly betray*d Chriſt. Then deſired the Biſhop to ſpeak with heralone, 
but she refuſed ; he asked her why ? s$he (aid, That in the: Mouthof two 
or three W irnelles every tnatter should ſtand, which was Chriſt and Paul's 
Dottrine. Then the Chancellor began to examine her again of the $a- 
crament; $heaskt him, how long he would halt on both ſides? Then he 
would nceds know where she found that ? she ſaid, in the Scripture. Then 
he went his way.——Then the Biſhop told her, she would be burnt. She 
anſwered, - That $he had ſearched ail the Scriptures, and could never find 


. that either Chriſt or his Apoſtles pat any Creature to death; and told 
| them, God would langh their threatnings.to ſcorn -—-After-muchother 
.grguing, wherein sheanſwered them wiſely and holily, they diſmilled 


her ; a few days after she was taken very lick, and like rodye,. in which 
extreamity they ſent her to Newgure, A: while afrer-$he was broight to 
her Tryal at Guild Hail, nd required to Recant, or el'e ſhe was con- 
demned by the Law toran Heretick : She anſ{wer*d, she was no Heretick, 

neither deſerv'd Death by the Law of God. Then they asked, . If ſhe 
would deny the Sacrament to be Chriſts Body and\Blood ? $he (aid, Yea, "They 
wiſhed her to ſbrive:ber ſeif to a Prieſt; at which $he ſmiled, ard ſaid, 
$he wovld confels her faults to God, for she was ſure he would hear her- 
With favcur. Then they would know of Ber, Whether the Bread in the box © 


were God, or no? She ſaid, God is a:Spirit, and will be worſhipped in 


Spirit and Trath. After $he was contend, the wrote atew. Lines to

The day of her Execution being come, she was brought into Smrrbficld 
ina Chair, becauſe she could not go on her feer, by mecai:s of _ her great 
'Torments: When $she was,bronght to the Staxe, Sil was Lied by the 
middle with a Chain that held up her Bedy; and fo encompatled with the -. 
flames of Fire, as a bleſſed Sacrifice unto God, she reiigned up her Life, 
In the year 1546. leaving behind her a ingular Example of Ciriſtian con- . 
ſtancy for all men to follow. There was at the ſame time three others 
burnt with her in Sruithficld. = ; | 
After the death of this Woman, the Poprſh Clergy conſulted rogether, 
how they might further proceed to keep the Truth under, and from iprea- 
ding,and for that end obtained another Proclamation inthe K inzs Name, 
for aboliſhing the Scriptures in Englith, and all other Engliſh Books, that 
might giveany light to the People ; which made fore work, and cauſed 
Perſecution for a time, but it continued not long, by reaſon of the King's 
Death, which was ſhortly after. But before there be a full conchulion of . 
the Tranſaftions in this King's Reign, its neceffary a short Account be . 
givenof the riſe and fall of Thomas Cromwell, of whom mentions made  . 
before; eſpecially, ſeeing he was a man ſo zealous for Reformation both _ 
of Church and State. 2h 
He was bornat Patzey, his Father being a Smith ; in his youthful days, 
It is ſaid, he had little regard to.God and Religion, but travelled beyond 
Seas, and fora time was there a Souldier; at length getting the New- 
Teſtament in Engliſh, by often reading it hebegan to be touched, and 
ſomething open'd imhis Underſtanding. . Coming into England again, 
Caxdinal Woolſey entertained him in his Service, where, after ſome years 
remaining, he was preferred to be Solicitor to the Cardinal. After the - 
fall of Cardinal Woolſey, he was by the Maſter of the Roles preferred to 
the Ring (who had then to do againſt the Pope) as a fit Perſon to be im- 
layed by him; and being brought to the King at his Garden in Weſt mize 
er, where he polleſſed the King, That his Authority was abuſed by tre 
Clergy, and by being ſworn to the Pope, they had run themſelves into a Premu- 
nire, and that now the King had an opportunity to enrich himſelf + To this 
theKing gdveear, and liked well his advice, and admitted him 1nto his 
Seryice, and ſent him to the Convocation-houſe amongſt the Biſhope, 
where he made a ſpeech to this effect, That inaſmuch as they had ſworn to the 
Pape, . contrary to ther Fealty due to the King, they had forfeited all their 
.Googs, Chattels, Lands, Poſſeſſions, &c., tothe King, This amazed the 
\ Biſhops at. firſt, but after a little pauſe they began to ſriak, and at 
EF > [ | they 
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they could be quit'of the Premunire, by At. of Parliament; it eoft them 
(tothe King) no leſs than One Hundred Eighteen Thouſand, Eight Hundred 
and Forty Pounds. © After this, Cromwell grew greatly. in favour with the 
Kirg, and was made one of his Privy Council, and Maſter of the Rolls, 
and Knight of the Garter, and Farlof Fſc+ ; and now being conf into 
fuch Authority, and ſeeing the Superſtition, Blindneſs, Hypocrifie and 
idolatry of the Monks, Fryars and Prieſts, whoſe filthy ſtink did breath 
vpa moſt peſteferons Fume, as datthbew Paris ſaid in the like caſe of Rome © 

Wherefore Crowell, like a Champion, ' was raiſed up to root them upz 
which while the King favoured, he proſecuted with effect. | But when the 
Popiſh Biſhops ſaw the Popes Power aboliſhed out of England, they never 
gave over uſing all their utmoſt Endeayours and politick Contrivances,'till 
they had laid a Plaiiter to his wounded Head. —— Ir would be too lorry te 
recite what benefit this Cromwell by his Prudence and Zeal wrought in a 
little time for the publick Good, what good Orders heeſtabliſhed,” what 
Wickedneſs and Vices he ſuppreſſed, what Corruptions he reformed, 

| - what Abuſes he brought tolight, and Popiſh Idolatry and Images he fup- 

| . preſſed (one called, The Rhood of Grace) wherein a man ſtood incloſed: 
witha hundred Wires within the Rood, to make the Image goggle'its 
Eyes, nod its Head, hang the Lip, and move and ſhake its 'Jaws, accor= 
ding to the value of the Gift offered ; if 1t were a ſmall piece of Silver, 
then would he hang a frowning Lip; if it were a piece of Gold, ' then 
Should his Jaws go merrily : Thus were poor Peoples Souls ſeduced, and 
their Pockets pickt by theſe Idolatrous Forgers, until Cromwell cauſed. the 
ſaid Image to be carried publickly to Pauls, ' where the Peopletore it fo 
pieces —— He was a man not only zealous for the publick-Reformation, 
but alſo always ready to help private Perfons that were in diſtreſs. And 

"though its common amongſt men that are raiſed from low eſtate to'great 

places and outward Preferment, to forget themſelves what they formerly 

were, and thePerſons from whom they received benefits; it was not- ſo 
with him ; for in his Travels beyond Sea, being brought to a low-Cog- 
Cition,' was relieved by a rich Merchant in Florence, and entertained in 

_ his Houſe, when he was in great diſtreſs; and when he was minde&*ro 

return to England, the Merchant gave him a Horſe, Money and Apparel, 

which Cromwell received with great Thankfulneſs.—-—This Merchant not 
long after (through great loſſes) fell to decay, and having Money owing 
him in Englard, came over to ſee if he conld getit, and arrivingat Lender, 

(not thinking of the kindneſs he had shewed to Cromwell) as he was - 

travelling the Streets, Cromwell, as he was riding along efpied him, and 

knew him, and alighted, and took notice of him, and of his former kind- 
neſs, and invited him to Court, who coming there, ' after he had _ 
| 12 wit 
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with him, he had the Merchant into a private Room, and paid him. fully: 
for; all he had of him at Florence, and gave him ſufficiently over, as a Re- 
compence for his Kindneſs, and kept him: in his houſe all the time of his 
remaining in Eng/and., : This is but one Example of many that might be 
mentfoned to shew this Cromwell gratitude and courteſie.. * 

His care and zeal for. ſettling the Proteſtant Religion, was that which . 
brought him to hisend; and for. the better eſtabliſhing thereof, he de: 
viſed ta effect a Marriage between the King and the Lady Arne of Cleeve, - 

whoſe Siſter was married. to the Duke of Saxo7y, a Proteſtant Prince; by 
which Marriage it was ſuppoſed, there would be eſtabliſhed a perpetual 
Peace and Amity between this Kingdom and the Proteſtant Princes of 
Germany, which would much ſtrengthen the Proteſtant Party againſt the 
Tyranny and Oppreſſton of the Pope and his Adherents : . But preſently 
after the Marriage, Stephen Gardner, who had ſoon after crept into favour : 
with the Xing (as is before related) ſuggeſted tohim ſome occaſions of 
diſtaſte againſt the Duke of Sexezy, and ſome apprehenſions of fear, by 
reaſon of that odium which he had.pulled upon. himſelf, by rejecting the 
Pope, and demoliſhing Abbies and Moxalteries, .whereby (as he told : 
him) he had made the Pope, the Emperor, the Xing vf France, .and the - 
Xing of Scotland his Enemies, but eſpecially his own SubjeRs, who were - 
much diſtaſted with the Innovations in Religion, and that the only way | 
to heal all, was toshew himſelf sharp and ſevere againſt the New Seftarzes : | 
This occaſioned the King to withdraw his favour from Croxwel;, for be- 
ing one day in the Council- Chamber, he was ſaddainly apprehended and 
committed to.the Tower of London; at the hearing whereof, many good 

> men were much troubled : The Charge laid againſt him was, That he wat 
a ſupporter of Heretichs, and ſpreader of their Books, and that he had cauſed 
zo be tranſlated into Engliſh, Books wrote againſt the Sacrament of the Altar ,_ 
and that he had ſpoke words againſt the King. But whatever he was accuſed 
of, was ſoon Mer condemned in the Tower, without,coming to his 
Anſwer, and was beheaded; his Death the Xing shortly afrer bewailed, 
wiſhing he had his Crowell alive again ; ſo that it appears it. was more the 
Malice of his Adverſary, that ſtirred up the King againſt him, than any 
real cauſe given himor acted, that might juſtly occaſion, his Death. 

In the year 1545. one Fohn Athee was indicted by the Kings Writ for 
ſpeaking certain words againſt the Sacrament ; That he would not believe 1n 
the thing that the knave Prieſt made, neither in that which Long?s Wife ſelleth, 

but only in God which is in Heaven; And when it was told him, that Gcd 
through his Word conld make .it Fleſh and Blood, be anſweredy,ſo he.

Though this may be accounted hut'a little. Reformation to what 1s 
ſince, yet it fo troubled the Popih Adverſaries, that they ſought all the 
wayes and means they could to hinder its further proceeding and growth, 
and would not be ſatisfied entill they had found out a way to anſwer their 
Wicked purpoſes.

of the aforeſaid Perions, there were {ix more raiſed up torteſtifie againſt 
the Popih Idoiatry, then effabliihed bya Law; thgir names were William 
Pirget, a Butcaer z Stephen Knizht, a Barber, Themas Tomkins, a Wea 
ver; Thema Hawkes, fohn Lawrence, and William Hunter ;, thele Perſons 
being brought before B. Gardner, he was fo concerned to ſee his former 
devices fo little cffeft the end he intended, that he refuſed to At any 


more 2gaink them ;. Þnt being wholly diſcouraged, turned them over to: 


Boriner, Biſhop of Landon, who Proſecuted ail that were brought before 
him to the ntmolt of his power, not ſparing to at his cruelty (as from 
time to time he had an opportunity) to the uttermolt. 

Upon the 8th day of February 1555. the aforeſaid ſix perſons were 
brought before Benner, at the Contiftory at Pauls, where the next day he 


paſt Sentence of Deatii upon them, ſhewing himſelf araſh and cruel Judge, 


to paſs Sentence fo luddainly upon ſo many Innocent mens Lives ; but he 
gave them 2 little time before they were put to death, which was till the 
 Moneth following : The moſt remarkable Paſſages at their Tryalsand 
Examinations, are briefly relatedas followeth. | : 

Thomas Tomkins a Weaver, dweiling in Shoredith, a man accounted by:- 
ſichas were accquainted with him, Zealous and Godly, much given to 
Prayer; during the time of his Impriſonment, which was halt a year, 


Biſhop Bonner beat him ſorcly about tae Face, ard pluckt hinrby the Beard 


(it being long) and cauſcd it to be ſnaved off; but though the rage of the 
Biſhop was great, the conſtancy and patience of the poor man was as 
greatzior he was not moved at his cruelty; The Biſhop ſeeing the courſe he 
had taken would no wayes prevail, he fell from Beating to Burning ;. for 
| having a.great Canele burning in his Hall at Falham, he took Tomkins 


by the Fingers-ends holding his hand over the flame of the Candle, 'to- 
make him. Recant, but with Patience he bore this cruelty alſo, until 


Doftor Farpsficld, ſtanding by, moved. with pitty, told Benner he had 
tryed him enough, and then Boxrer let his Fingers go. 
The laſt time Thomas Tomkins appeared before Bonner, there were [eve- 


ral other Biihops preſent, one of which earneſtly exhorted him to leave - 


oft his Opinions; to whom he anſwered, I was born and brought up in 
Ignorance until of Jate years, and now | know the Truth, 1 ſhall conti-

the Stocks, he [aid to his men, T ake him out of the Stocks, and iet him breakf aft 
with you; whereupon they took him our of the Srocks, but would not 
ſ\nifer h1m to eat with them, but called him Herezrck, He told them, he 
was as unwilling to be in their company, as they wcre to bz in his. Aﬀrer 
breaktaft the Biitop ſent for him, and askt, Whether &e would recant ? He 
an{wered, No, he would never recant that which he had cenfetled betore 
men, concerning his Faith in Chriſt. Then the Biſhop ſent him to Priſon, 
and commanded the Keeper to lay Irons upon him, as many as he could 
bear ; and askt }V/i/:am how old he was? Hetold him, he was 19 years 
old. Wet, ſaid the Bp. you will be burnt Ocr you are twenty years old, if 
you donot recant.— William laid, God ſtrengthen-me in his Truth, and fo 
he parted from the Bp. He continued 1n Priſon three quarters of a year, 
1n which tie ke had been before the Biſhop five times, belides the time 
when he and five more were condemned in the Confiltory in Pauls, which 
was on the 9th of February, 1555. Before the ſentence was pait, the Bp. 
askt him if he would Recant? but finding him to itand firm in his Faith 
13id, I have always found thee at this point, 1 ſce no hope of reclaiming thee t6 
the Catholick Faith, bit thou wilt continge a corrupt ember; And tinen 
pronounced Sentence upon him, how that he shoald go from that place to 
Newgate for atime, and irom thence to Bur"tweod, where (laid he) thou 
ſhalt be burnt. After he had condemned thereſt, he called for V/ Aunty 
again, and would have-perſwaded him to Recant, faying, /f thou wilt 
Recant, I will make thee a Free-man ef the City, and I'will grvethee 40]. td 
ſet up thy Trade,or ] will make thee Steward of my Flouſe ——Withamreply'd, 
1 thank you for your great Offers, if you cannot perſwade my Conſcience 
with Scriptvres, I cannot find in my heart to turn from God for the love 
of the World ; for ! count all things worldly,but loſs and dung,in reſpe&t 
of the love of Chrilt.—— Then ſaid the Bp. If thou dycjt in this Mind thi 
art damned forever, —W. Hunter, God judgeth righteouſly, and juſtifieth 
them whom man condemneth unjuttly. Then the Biſhop departed, and 
William and therelt were ſent to Newgate, where they remained about 3 
Moneth . 
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Moneth, and then W:ll;am was carried down to Burntweod, where his 
Father and Mother coming to him, heartily deſired of the Lord, that he 
might continue to the end in that good way which he had begun, counting 
themſelves happy that they had a Child that could loſe his life for Chriſt's 
ſake. Many People reſorted to the Inn to ſee him, whom he exhorted to 
leave the Abomination of Popith Superſtition and Idolatry. At his Ex- 
ecution- he delired the People to pray for him ; but Juſtice Brown, that 
tirlt apprehended him, ſtanding by, ſaid, 7 will pray no more for thee than 
''1 would for a Dog. Now, ſaid W:ll:;am, you have what you ſought for, 
I pray God it be not laid to your charge at the laſt day, I forgive you. 
Brown laid, 1 ak no forgiveneſs of thee. William, If God forgive you 
not, I ſhall require my Blood. at. your hands. The Fire being kindled, 
William ſaid, 1am not afraid, and lifting up his hands, ſaid, Lord receive 
my Spirit 5 and ſo ſealed his Teſtimony with his Blood, to the praiſe of 
God. ———— Juſtice Brown commanded an Officer to take Robert Hunter, 
William*s brother, and put him in the Stocks, until he came back from the 
burning of_ Zigbed at Hornden on the Hill; on the ſame day, after he was 
taken out of the Stocks, and brought before*the Juſtice, he askt him, If 
he would do at his Brother had done? Rob. Hunter anſwered, If L do as my 
brother hath done.,l ſhall have as he hath had: Thea mayſt be ſure of that({aid 
the Juſtice.) But after ſome further Examination, he bid kim go home. 
The next that ſuffered, were Hizbed and Canſton, both of Efſex, two 
men ſo fervent for Religion, that in theſe blind and idolatrous times could . 
not lie long hid in obſcurity, but were conitrained to bear their Teſtimo- 
ny, tho' it were by Death. Bonner perceiving theſe men were of Repute 
in their Country, was io muck the more concerned to bring them off their 
Profeſſion, that he went down to Colcheſter himſelf, to ſeek to reclaim 
them ; ſometimes uſing fair Promiſes and Battering Enticements, other 
times threating them with high words to terrifie them; ' in fine, ſeeing 
them both conſtant and unmoveable in their zeal for their Religion, he 
cauſed them, and ſome others at the ſame time, and for the ſame cauſe 
apprehended in that Countryzto be brought up to London, where they were - 
committed cloſe Priſoners, and firſt privately examined, and urged by 
all means to forſake ti eir Opinions : But when the Bilhop and his Chap- 
line could work no alteration, he cauſed rhem to be brought to open Ex- 
amiration at the Conliſtory at Pauls, the 17th of Febraary 1555. where 
being further 'preſſed to recant of the Errors they {aid they held,” and . 
return to the unity of the Church ; which they ſtill refuſing, a great Lift 
of Articles were delivercd thein, and.their Antwers thereunto the next 
day required. -Next Appearance and Tryal their Anſwers were read, ' 
and Carſten being firſt called, was exhorted again io be conivima.l<to. 
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_ thenity of the Church,into which (they ſaid) they were ready to receive I 
him : he replyed, You lay Gins and Snares te catch us, but mark, what 
mcaſute you mete [hall be meafured to you again. Then Higbed was cal- 
led, to whom the like Perſwaſijons were uſed, but to as little prrpoſe as 
the other ; for he told them, he had been ſixteen years in that Mind he 
was then in, and ſhould not alter now. — At their laſt appearance the 
Priſorers declared, (ca! ing Gcd to record) that their perlilting in thax 
ftidfaſineſs, was not in willfalneſs, as ſome might judge, but for Cenſcrence 
{ake; for, ſaid they, We ſorghr the Lord that we might do nothing contrary 
$0 his bleſſed Word, and in that he hath ſhewed his Power in our weakneſs, we 
6annet but praiſe him, unto whom we give Thanks through Feſus Chrift our Lorg, 
When they had thus ſpoken, the Biſhop began to pronounce the ſen- 
tence againſt Canfon, who ſaid it was aralh Judgment, without Love ang 
Mercy. Then was Sentence alſo pronounced again Higbed, and both 
delivered to the Sheriff, who ſent them to Aqwgare, where they remained 
fourteen days, continually praiſing God, net ſo much concerned at their 
AMliftions as rejoyced in their Conſolations, praying,. and carneſtly de- 
firing they might perſevere to the end, to the praiſe of the eternal God, 
and. comfort of the Brethren. The fourteen days being expired, they 
were by four a Clock in the Morning led from Newgate to Alzate, and 
there delivered to the Sheriff of &ſex, who conveyed them to the places 
where they were executed, vis. Higbed tro Hornden on the hill, and Tho. 
Canſtento Rayly, where they both with great conſtancy knithed their Te- 
ſtimonies in the Fire, greatly rejoycing and giving the glory to God. 
Next that ſuffered were I}. Pyger, Stephen Knight and Fohn Lawrerce ; 
At their Examinations it was demanded of them, to deelare their Opinien 
concerning the Sacrament of the Altar? to which they anſwered to this 
ef@,- Thatin the Sacrament of the Altar, under the Forms of Bread and 
Witte, there is not the ſubſtance of the body and blood of Chriſt. This 
Anſwer being given, the Biſhop cavfed Articles to be read againſt them, 
do which they anſwered. Ar their ſecond appearance he preſt them to 
Recant, n hich they refuſed, ſaying, They ſhould ftick to their Faith. Where- 
fore, the third time being brought before him, he paſt Sentence upon them, 
and committed them to the cuſtody of the Sheriffs of London, who ſenr 
them to Newgate, where they remained in much joy and comfort, and at 
laſt were had down to Eſſex, and there burnt : When Steph. Knight came 
to the Stake, which was at Aaxldcy, he kneeled down and prayed, ſome 
fentences of which Prayer are as followeth, O Lord Jeſus Chriſt ! for whoſe 
Love Tleave willingly this Life, and deſire rather the bitter Death of the Croſs, 
with the loſs of TT things, than to abias the Blaſphemy of thy moſt holy 
Cage, 97-10 ohey meg tn oreating thy holy Commandment © Then ſee, O "=

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that where 1 might livein worldly Wealth to worſhip a falſe God, andbemour 
thine Enemy, 1 chbuſe rather the Torment of the Body, and the loſs of thu Life, 
and bave counted all things but wide duſt and dung that 1 might win thee, which 
Death is dearer unto ae than thouſands of Geld and Silver z ſuch Love,O Lord, 
haſt thou laid np in my Breaſt, that I bunger for thee, atthe Deer that ts mound- 
ed deffireth the Soil ; ſend thy holy Comforter, O Lord, to aid, comfort and 
frrengthen this weak piece of Earth, which is empty of all ſtrength, of ut {ſclf ;

The next day Fohn Lawrance was brought to Colcheſter, and being not 
able to go,his Legs being ſo worn in Priſon-with heavy Irons; and his Body- 
weak, he was carried in a Chair tothe Fire, and burnt fitting. 3 
 - After theſe, ſuffered two Perſons in Wazles, viz. Robert Farrar in Car- 
| marthes (Biſhop of Sr. David's) and one Rawlins White, & Fiſher-man, 
burnt at Cardiff : This Rawlins, for the love that was in him tothe Truth, 
and delight he took in hearing the Scriptures read, trained pp his 6Þn at. 
School, on purpoſe to read to him, becauſe he could notread himſelf; and: 
by often? hearing, the Scriptures read, having a good Memory, he ſo re-. 
tained them, that he at laſt became an Inſtructor and Teacher to People, 
and travelled from place to place, with his little Boy with him, viſiting 
ſuch where he ſaw any hopes of receiving the Truth; having thus. con- 
tinued for five years, in Edward the 6th's time he became anoted Preacher, 
util by the Biihop of Lend: he was committed Priſoner to Chepſtow, and 
from thence was removed to Cardiff-Caſtle, where he continu'd a Priſoner. 
a whole year, which tended tothe ruin of his poor Wife and Children 
inthis World; yet he, as a man unconcern'd at the loſs of the World, 
continued exhorting and ſpeaking to ſuch as came to viſit him, declaring . 
the Way of Salvation to them, according to the beſt of his Underſtand- 
Ing, admoniſhing them ro beware of falſe Prophets,that come to them in Sheeps 
Clothing. —— At his Examination the Biſhop told him, That they bad takew -- 
parns to reduce him from his Opinions, but ſecing he continued ſtill bſlinate and : 
willful, be muſt condemn him as an Heretick;,' But (aid the Biſhop to the 
People) before we proceed any further, let ws pray that Ged may turn bis heart. 
After Prayer the Biſhop askt him, how it was with him, and whether be would 
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Recamt ? Heanſwered, Rawlins you left me, and Rawlins you shall find me- 
Thereupon he was carried again to Cardif,, and ordered to be put in the 
Town-Priſon, -a very dark. loathſom bad ptace, where he continued 
about three weeks before he ſuffered, in which time the Enmity of his 
Perſecutors was ſuch, that they would have burnt him before the Writ 
de Hereticis Comburendis came from London, had not the Recorder of the 
Town ſtopt them, telling them, if they ſhould fo do they were liable to 
be called in Quettion. .When.the Writ came, as they had kim to Execu- 
tion, his Wite and Children met him by the way, with great Weeping 
and Lamentation ; at the ſudden fight whereof bis Heart was ſo pierced, 
that the Tears trickled down his face, yet.on he went cheerfully. to the 
Stake, and being faltned thereto with a Chain, and the Fire kindled, he 
gave up his Lite, crying, O Lord! receive my Soul , © Lord ! receive my 
Spirit. 1 |

C He ſaid George Harſh was born in the Pariſh of Deane, in the County 
of Lancaſter ;fabout the Age of 25 years he married,and took aFarm, 
towards the Maintenance of himſelf and Family ; for favouring the Prote- 
ftant Religion, and Preaching againſt the Anti-Chriſtian Doctrine of the 
Papifts, he was atlength apprehended and committed to Priſon : The 
beginning of his trouble was thus ; there was ſtrict ſearch made for him in. 
Boulton, with intentions if he ta 1been apprehended to bave him before 
the Earl of Derby, there to be examined” concerning his Religion 
divers of his Friends and Relations hearing of it, adviſed him to eſcape 
their hands, laying before him the danger that might enſue if hedid not, 
which cauſed him to confult with himſelf, and to be full of trouble, not 
knowing what courſe he had beſt to take; but ſoon after a Friend writ to 
Iam, counſelling him, that he ſhould not flec, but abide, and boldly 
confeſs the Faith of Jeſus Chriſt, at which words he was ſo confirmed and 
eſtabliſhed in -his Conſcience, that from thenceforth he conſulted no 
more, but was reſolyed to appear before thoſe that ſonght aſter him, and 
MYatiently to. bear ſuch Croſs as it ſhould pleaſe God to lay upon him.z 
vpon which concluſion he found great peace and quietneſs in his Conſci- 
-efice : And appearing before one Bartor that had ſought for him, Zarton 
ſhewed him a Letter from the Earl of Derby, wherein he was commanded : 
to ſend the ſaid George Marſh and others to Latham; when he came to La- - 
{54m he was brought before the E.of Derby,who after he had ackt his name, | 
enquired further of him, Whether he was net one that ſowed evil ſced and diſ- 
fention among the People ? which thing he denyed, deſiring to know who-.

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fon they committed him to Ward, in a cold windy Stone Honſe, where 
was little room, where he lay two nights without any bed, ſaving a few 
great Canvas Tent Cloths; and after two nights he had a pair of Sheets 
allowed him, but no woolen Clothes, and-there was kept without any be-

He ſaid T. Watts, cf Bllery- Key, in the County of Efſex, Linnen Dra- 

| Per; expecting, for his Non-conformity, to be ſhortly apprehended, 

he diſpuſed of his Eſtate for the benefit of his Wife and Children z' and 
according to his expectation, not long after was had before the Judges at 
Chelmsford, where the Lord R:ch ſpake to him to this effeCt ; You are brought 
huher ( Watts) becauſe you will not obey the Queens Laws, and will not go ts 
Church, nor hear M.ſs, but have your Conventicles in corners. ——Watrs, If I 
| have offended a Law, I am here ſnhiet to the Law. Then one Juſtice 
Brown ſaid, Wh firſt taught thre this R {gion ? Watts, You taught it me, 

| 2nd none moretian you; forin K. Edward's days, in open Seffions, you

what entertainment he recei ed from the Biſhop at their private Confer- 
Ience,no mention is made of it ; m_ about the beginning of ay he was 


brought 
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brought to the pnblick Comſiſtory, where Articles were objeCted againſt 
him for derying the Sacrament of the Altar, and ſaying the Maſs was 
abominable.] The ſecond time he was brovght into the Conliftory, the 
Biſhop counſelled him to Recare + To which he aniwered, Iam weary to 
live in ſuch ldolatry as you would have me to live in. He was ſeveral times 
afterwards brought before them, and continuing ſtedfaſt in his Religion, 
which the Biſhop perceiving, tel] to his laſt and itrongelt Argument, 
which was to pals Sentence of Death upen him, and delivered him to the 
Sheriff of London ;, where he continued till the 19th day of Zune, and 
then was carried to Clemsford, where his Wife and ſix Children met him; 
to whom he ſaid, My Wife and Children, I muſt now depart from you, there- 
fore henceforth know: ] you no more, but as the Lord hath given you unto me, ſo 
I again give you unto the Lord ;, charging them to fear and obey him, & be- 
ware of the abominations of Popery,and ſo ſealed his Feſtimony in the Fire. 

After this Warts, there were three others ſuffered in this County of 
Eſſex, viz. Thomas Oſmond, William Bamford, Nicholas Chamberla, all of 
Coxball; one and the ſame Articles were objected againſt them all, viz. 
for denying the Sacrament of the Altar, Auricular Confeſſion, &c. Accord= 
ing to the accuſtomed manner, they were ſeveral times brought to the 
Conliſtory, where they were ſometimes flattered and ſometimes threat- 
ned-, to ſee if they would Recant, after the common nſage of the Eccleſi- 
aſtical Court, and at laſt were condemned as Hereticks, and delivered to. 
the Sheriffs, and ſhortly after were all three burntin Effex. 

The next that ſuffered were John Bradford, and one Fohn Leaſe, an Ap- 
prentice'to a Tallow-Chandler; the chief niatter for which they ſuffered 
was, for denying the real Preſence in the Sacrament, Auricular Confeſſion, 
&c. The ſaid Fobn Leaſe, after he had been-examined by the Biſhop, had 
the Articles of his Confeſſion ſent to him to the Comprer Priſon to ſign, 
afrer he heard them read, becauſe he could not write, inltead of a Pen: 
he tooka Pin, and pricking his hand ſprinkled the Blood upon the Paper, 
and bid'the Meſſenger tel} the Biſhop, he had ſealed them with his Blood 
already. The Words that Fohn Bradford ſpoke at the Stake, were to 
this effe&t; O England! England ! Repert thee of thy Sins, Repent thee of 
thy Sins, beware of 1dolatry, beware of falſe Amichriſts, take heed they do not” 
decieve thee; Strait u the Way, and Narrow u the Gate that leadeth to Etern.l 
Salvation, and fewthere be that findit. This 7ohn-Bradford, during the 
time of his- Imprifonmentr, exerciſed himſelf in writing ſeveral conſola- . 


ting Letters, not only to particular. Perſons, but to-ſeveral Towns and: . 


Counties where he had labonured, ſhewing; his great Zeal-for the encreaſ- 
Ing and fpreadipg. the moſt reformed: Religions. earneſtly exhorting all 
men, and tenderly: comforting the heavy: hearted,, confirming and en- 
| couraging 
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_ couragingallto continue ſtedfait in the Way he had tanght them. | 
Shortly after were four others burnt at Canterbury, viz. John Bland, 
Fohn Frankiſh, Nicholas Shetterden and Humfrey Middleton, all condemned 

for their denying the real Perſence in the Sacrament. 
 Shetterden, being at firſt illegally committed, when he was bronght be- 
fore the Chief Prieſts, and examined upon certain Articles, herequitzd 
to {ce their Commillion, which they ſhewed, andread to him, whereby 
he perceived that upon ſuſpition they mightexamine upon two Articles, 
viz. Whether Chriſts real Preſence were in the Sacrament, and whether the 
Church of England w.re Chrifts Catholick Church ? — W hereupon Shetter- 
aen ſaid, I have been a Priſoner three quarters of a year, and as1 think 
wrongfully, reaſon would therefore that I ſhould anſwer to thoſe things 
wherefore Ll was firſt committed.

| In the ſame Moneth, next after the ſuffering of: the aforeſaid Kentiſh 
men, followed the death and Martyrdom of Nicholas Hall Bricklayer, and 
Chriſtopher Waid of Dartford, both condemned by the Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
about the laſt day of Fune, upon Articles much to- the ſame efteCt as the 
Kentiſh mens were; As, that they ſhould hold and maintain, that in the 
Sacrament.of the Altar, under the forms of Bread and Wine, is not the very 
Body and Blood of Chriſt; and that the Maſs was naught and Abominable.

Thins did they moſt conſtantly give their Bodies 
i the Fire, and their Souls to the Lord for a Teitimony to his Tron 
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About the 23d day of April, 1556. were burnt in Smithfield at one 
Fire theſe ſix Perſons, viz. Robert Darkss, William Tymis, Richard Sprupe, 
Thomas Spruge, Fohn Cavel and George Ambroſe, they were all of Effex, 
and fo-of the Dioceſs of London, they were ſent upat ſundry times by 
Lord Rich, and others, and by Gardzer. Biſhop of Wincheſter, then Lord 
Chancellor of Exgland,committed ſome to the Harſhalſea, and ſome to the. 
Kings-Bench, "where they remained almoſt a whole year before they 
were brought to Examination : Some Paſfages in their Examination, are. 
2s followeth. After fix or ſeven hours diſcourſe between the Biſhop of

Weeks after, he ſent him to a high Prieſt, who palt the Popes Curſe upon 
him for bearing: Witneſs tothe Reſurrection of Jeſus Chriſt. When he 
was brought before Bonner, ſeveral: Articles were objected againſt him, 
as denying the Sacraments and'Ceremoines.of the Church, and for beirg . 
at ſeveral-great Meetings,. Allemblies and Conventicles. * 
At the ſame time there were two other: Perſons examined before Bo 
ter, viz. Hugh Fox, and Fohn Deveniſh, againſt whom. the general com-- 
mon Articles were produced, and they were Condemned and Burnt with 
Erthbert Simſon in Smithfield, upon the 28th day of March, for whoſe- 
conſtancy to the Lord ia his Quarrel; his Name beexalted for eyvermore. 


Some Paſſages out of a Letter of Cuthbert Simſons:o bis Wiſe. 
Early beloved-in the Lord Jeſus Chrift, I cannot write as Ido wiſlt: 
unto-you; 1-beſeech you with my Soul commit your ſelf under rhe.

- Ore thing more I thought meet to mention, which find upon record 
concerning, this Cuthbert S1-fon, which ſome may hardly believe who are 
apt to think all things incredible, which vary from the common courſe and. 
order of Nature, and may look npon this to be more a Phantaſie, then a 
real Viſion, but I ſhall relate the matter in [nort, asI find it, and ſo leave 
it tothe tender Reader tojudfe of it, viz. The day before this Carbbert 
was Condemned, he being in the Stocks inthe Biſhops Cole- houſe, Cluny 
the Keeper, about Nine at night (according to his uſual manner) came 
to ſee whether his Priſoner was fafe, and lockt the Doors ; about two . 
hours after Czrtbert heard one coming in to him, firſt opened the outward-

H-ptin, Biſhep of Norwich, to deal with him, who after-he had examt- 
ncd 1:2, foon peſſed lis bloody Sentence of Death againſt him. This 
Secman, when he dyed, left behind him a Witeand three young Chil:

Draugh and Darnel for the Wheat, aud that he might avoid their [dola- 
tries, and Supzrſtition he abſented from kis houſe, and went into Suffolk, 

along time, and there remained, Travelling from one place to another z. - 
at laſt he returned home again, to comfcrt his Wife and Children, who 
were troubled at his ablence. When he was come home, he perceiving 
his continuing there wouid be dangerous, he and his Wife deviſed to 
make him a place among his Faggots,to hide himſelf in, where he remain- 
ed all day, exerciſing him{elf in Reading and Prayer, and thns he conti- 
nued for about the ſpace of halt a year; but ar laſt his Zeal and Courage - 


aroſe, and he walked abroad teveral dayes operily in the Town, crying

he would have recanted, but his two Companions at the Stake exhorted 
him, and comforted hin, inthe Bowels of Chriſt; but Hudſon felt more 


in his Kreat and Conſcience then they did conceive was in him, for he 


was compalled with great-grief of mind, ngt for his Death, but for lack 
of the feeling of CEriſt, for which he kNeeled down, and: prayed:

This Berry in his rage was very fterce againſt many godly People in

Perſecute; -he divorced many Men and Women for -Religion, he was 


a great Swearer, and given to Women, to write {faith Hiſtory) how 


many Concubines and Whores he had, would be incredible ; but mark what 


Judgments the-Lord brought on him for his Wickednefs. On a time, a poor 


man ſpeaking a word.to him, he itruck him ſuch a blow, with theſwingle 


of aFlail, that he preſently died thereon, far which Berry held up his 


Hand at the Bar.

 Adartin Luther was a German born, and being oppreſſed ' with Popifh 
Idolatry, began to preach againſt the Authority of the Pope, and to 
bring 1n a Reformation of Religion; for repreſſing of whom the-Council: - 
of Trent was called by Pope Paul the third, in the Year 1542: which 
Council continued about forty Years to no purpoſe, . for they. made ſo 
many Decrees, which cauſed a great confuſion among the Papifts them- 
ſelves. It is recorded of Zather, that he ſhined in the Charch as a bright 
Star, after a long cloudy and obſcure Skie ; he preached expreſly, That 
Sins are freely remitted for the love of the Son of God, and we ought faithfully. 
to imbrace this bountiful gift; Thele good beginnings got him great Au- 
thority,. eſpecially ſeeing his Life was correſpondent to his-Profefiion ; 
the conſideration whereof took place in the Hearts of his Hearers, ſome 
of which were Perſons of note; . theſethings, and his preaching apgainlt 
Jndulgences and Paraons ſticking in the Popes Komach, he put forth a new 
Edict, wherein he declared this to be Catholick Doctrine of the holy 
Mother Church of Rome, (Prince of a!] other Churches) That Biſhops of 
Rome, which are Succeſſors of Peter, and Viears of Chriſt, have thu Power

forbidding Meats, times of Marriages reſtrained, and after releaſed 
again for Money, ſelling Remiffion of Sins for Money, the licentious 
Life of the Prieſts, and their great number of Holy dayes, and ſuch like 
other things, which would be too much here to mention. This Aarti 
Lutber continued,notwithſtanding all the oppoſition againſt him, twenty . 
nine Years a Preacher, and at laſt dyed in peace in his ownConntry. 
Bur there «continued great Diſputatiors and Reformations in diyers parts 
-of Exrope, aboliſhing the Mats, and all Images and fooliſh Ceremonies, 
making Decrees againſt them, that they ſhonld be utterly - abandoned.

ſomething upon: hts Spirit, ſet his Houſe in order, and deſired his Wife 
& Brother to pray that God would eſtablii him in his enterprize that he . 
was going about, which was upon. Chr:ff-meſs day (lo called) he went 
to the high place at Deryick,, where he took the Cake out of the Prieſts 
Hands, as he wonld have lifted-it over his Head, at Maſs, and ſlampr it 
under his Feet, laying, That be. d:d it. to ſhew the.

'Few places'can be named where the Truth was more freely, and with 
{greater zeal reccived, than in this City of Zzle (where Antichriit's Ty- 
'ranny was gear) tor three Years together it was leccetly preached 
amongſt tnem, ſometimes in Honſes, in Woods, in Fields, ang in Caves 
of the Earth, not withoit nazardiny, of their Lives, if they had been diſ- 


coyer?d ; yet could not tiacie apparent danyers, under {ich-Tyrannys cool 
£12: ot 
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or abate the burning zeal, which almoſt conſamed the hearts of his People, 
hunpgering and hiring aiter ſpiritnal Food of their Souls. 

What was amongſt them preached, was accordingly prattiſed ; works 
of Mercy and Charity were there exerciſed, not only towards thoſe of the 
Houlhold of Faith,but even towards them which were without, ſoas many 
by means hereof were drawn and brought on to the knowledge of Chriſt : 
They orCained certain Perſons, who were men fearing God, andappro- 
ved of,, who went weekly ftom houſe to houle to collect the Alms of ſuch 
as they knew to be faithful, admonithing every one how to carry them- 
ſelves in their Vocations, and of their duty in contributing towards the 
Relief of the poor Saints. | 

And thus,cach one, according to his place, endeavouring to expreſs and 
manifeſt his Faith by the Fruits thereof, namely, good Works,in a ſhort time 
the Lord raiſed up a flouriſhing Me:ting in this place, ſo that they contift- 
ed of a competent number of V.en, Women and Children, not only of the 
City, but of the Villages nigh. In the mean while, Satan and his Adhe- 
rents ceaſed not to ſtorm and rage hereat, not being able long to endure

E Fo-:gh theſe People, by long Perſecution were driven from place to 
pla. e, and in all places affitfted, yet they were not utterly deſtroy*d, 
ner would ever yield to the Superſtitions of the Popiſh Religion, - but 
abitained from their [dolatry : They had many Books of the New Teſta- 
ment tranſlated into their ewn Langnage: They lived in great Simpli- 
city, and with the ſweat of their Brows, were quiet and peaceable 
among their Neighbours, abltaining from Oaths, Games, Dancing, and 
filthy Songs. The ſaid People at Angrogne having drawn up a Confeflion 
of their Faith, it was by learned men, at the King's Court condemned as 
Heretical; wherefore the King required them, To gi:e Obedience to the 
Church of Room, on pain of loſs of ': 00ds and Life% and to give their Anſwer 
in three days. But upon ſome of the Germane Princes interceeding with- 
the French King on their behalf, dzliring him to ſhow ſomepity to theſe 
Churches, the- were not moleſted for three years; only one of their 
Minilters, that traveiled from place to place, was apprehended, . and ſaf- | 
fered Martyrdom, to wit, F:ffery YVarnigle : but the Pope envying this 
Liberty, ſtirs up the Duke of Savepagainlt them (who in his own nature 
was rather incliu'd to let them live in q'ietneſs) telling him, That he 
ought to baniſh the Waldenſes, for that they were a Rebellious People againſt 
the holy Mother Church. Theſe Inſtigatioos cauſed great Perſecutions on 
thele poor People z . for ſoon after, ſeveral of them were burnt, many 


tied, | 
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Bed, and their Houſes were ranſakt, ſome taken and ſent to the Galiies ; 
and: Proclamation was put out, That none ſhould go to their Aſſemblies on 
.pain of Death. In the midlt of this Suffering, they thought the belt way 
'top:ita ſtop, was to ſerid to the Dake a Declaration of their Religion, 
and wheretore they ſuffered, which they did, withal declaring, That if 
' by the Word of Gd it could be proved that they were in Error, they frond norbe 
evſtinate, but bereformed, &c. After this, the Perlecution'ſecined-ſorne- 
what toabate fora time; but in June tollowing, it was firſt propoſcd to 
them, To put away thetr Mniſicrs that were SITY Angers ; Which they refulir g 
to do, it was then commanded of them, 1n the Dukes Name, That they 
ſhould baniſh from them all their Miriſters that were Strangers: And & new 
Proclamation was put out, and Perlecution began atrcſh, and many of 
the ſaid People were ſlain, impriſoned ard cruelly har.dicd, the onks 
cing very zctive in this Perfecution: In oreplacethey caſed two Wo- 
men to carry Faggots to the Fire, where their Miniſter was burut, and 
to ſpeak theſe words to him, viz. {-ahethis, thou nicked Heretich, in recom- 
pence of the nauthty Dottrine thoutaſt tanghr ws. To whom he taid, Ah, 
Weomn! I hbave taught you well, but you kave learnidull. Great was he 
Havock ard Ruin they made upon theſe poor Peoples Eſtates and Bodies 
In this Perſecution; Azxd not long after, an Army was raited to deltroy 
the Waldenſes, which they hearing, their Minitters met with the chief 
Rulers, to adviſe what they were beſt to uo in ſuch an Extremity ? Upon 
due Conſideration, they concluded not ro defend themſelves by Force of 
Arms, but to.flze tothe Monntains, and tocarry their Goods with them : 
Others of their Miniſters hea ing of the RetoJution that they at Anoropne 
and Lncern had made, thought it ftrange:thar they miglit not def-nd 
themſelves againſt their Enemies Violence in ſojuit a cauſe, knowing 
that it was the Pope and his Minitters who were the cauſe of their Trog- 
*bles; and ſome ſtood in their own defence, and made great Slanghters 
-upon their Enemies at times; and when they perſued their Enemies, they 
often retir*d to avoid thedding Blord,meaning only to defend themſelves, 
and held their Adverfaries fo titel; roit, that tney were at Izft brought 
to makea Peace upon Articles and Conditions, ſo that the er ſecurion 
pt, aud the Pride, Malice and Rage of their Adver faries was 


wa-> lto 
abated.

The. fixteen- Provinces alſo. ſubjefting themſelves under this new Gos- - 
yerrment, loft their antient Eiberties and Priviledges, which evidently 
appeared by the exploits dore from the-year 1 59 7. hitherto by a new 
Council of twelve, elected and ferled there by the Duke, the principal of 
which were Yergas and Elrio Fathers of the Inquiſion, which Council was + 
commonly called, the Council of BLOOD.

The SpeRacles of dead Bodies ſlain by the bloody Inquiſition, was a 
dreadiul fight, being gazed on, ina manner, in every place, elpecially 
| + in 
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in the City of Tournay, and of the Yalentians, even Multitudes of Belie- 
vers, bothof Men and Women, who had long languilhed in ſundry 
Priſons, in great Miſeries and Neceſlities. Now that we may not forget 
whar fell ont in the beginning of this Year, 1569. thus it happened in 
the City of Yalence, Seven and Fifty Perſans were executed for no other 
cauſe, but for cleaving to the true Faith of Chrilit Jeſus, not without much 
Aſtoniihment of the poor People of that City. n 

Among thele lad Kelations, a little to quicken and refreſh the Spirit. 
the Reader, | wiil here 1nlert a Letter, full of Conſolations, written out of 
Priſon, to the fatthiul, by one William Tovart, Merchant, who had his 
dwelling in the City of Lite in Flanders. 

Th:s honourable Perſon being come to the Age of Eighty years, or 
there ahoats, uled his Houſe for the ſpace of tourteen or fifteen years, for 
the Aſſembly in the City of Lie to meet in : Being cbaſed and banithed 
thence, 1n the year 1561. he withdrew himſelf for a while to Tournay, 
whence he was conſtrained to flee, and to go to Amiens and Houndeica, 
Cities of Pr:ckardy; afterwards returning into his own Ceuntry, he 
came t6 relide in the City of Antwerp, where after he had continued many 
Years, he was at length condemned to be burnt with two others, who 
ſuffered for the ſame cauſe, but they put him to arother kind of Death, 
for they drowned him ina Ciſtern of Water in Priſon. Among many 
Letters which he wrote, during the time of his Impriſonmenc, I have 
ſelected out this one, which here followeth. - . | 


1) Brethren and Siſters in Jeſus Chriſt, 1 moſt humbly thank, my God, 
that be hath fo fortified and comforted me by his Grace, thas 1 feel my ſelf 
* more cheered by lyin in this dark Priſon, than if 1 ere walking in the apen 
Streets or Fields; T ſay, this I feel according to t:e Spirit ; for as touching the 
Fleſh, what doth it apprehena here, but ſtinking V apours and Smoke? Where- 
fore, my Beloved, if it ſo fall out, that you be apprehend:d for the Name of 
Feſms Chriſt, fear not the Priſon, nor theſe that have Power to kill the Boay, for 
having done that, they can go n: further, Be ot afraid then, ſeeing it 15 the 
Reward which our good Captain Feſus Chriſt, bath promiſed to all bu faithful © 
Souldirrs and Servants: He who turns his back in this Conf, goes by the loſt ; 
but whoſoever fights manfully, obtains in the end the Crown, not a Crown of 
Gold, but of Glory Immortal: We here lay down a fading Life, fillea with © 
 griefs and troubles, to change the ſame for a Life Everlaſting : We put «ff the 
Rag: s of this Mortal Fl-fr, to be clothed with Robes Immortal: We forſake 
a loathſome Life, for Foy and 1 el:city Eternal.

Inquiſitors on high, with a Regiiter alſo, to behold their Tragical At 5 
The Torches being lighted, troſe who are to att their parts in this wo = 
ful Tragedy, are brought in, the Tormentor, who attends their coming 
is covered all over with a black Garment, cloſe to his Body, and on his: 
Head a black Hood, which hides his face from being ſeen, having only 
twoor three holes made therein for himſelf to ſee and breathe at; and all 
this is to terrifie the more the poor patient, who beholdeth as it were a 
grim Devil ready to Torment: him; theſe Fathers being fet upon their 
Seat,begin again to charge the Pritoner voluntarily to confeſs the Truth, 
which it he refuſe todo, and if it then happen, that Arm, or any other 
Member of his Body be broken, or that they die on the Torture (for that 
is all the favour he hath ſhewed him) they made it his own fault, and 
none of thcirs; after they have uſed all the terrible threats that: can be, 
they caule -him or her to be ftripped itark naked, whether Man, Wo- 
man or Maid, though they be never lo modelt and baſhful, many having 
fallen into their bluody fingers thus to have their nakedneſs diicovered 
 Inthe ſight ofothers, was more grievous then all their Torments belides 
-which tliey endured ; laying aſide then all Humanity in unclothing :hem, 
they put vpon them linnen Bretches, as if their ſecret. parts were better, 
and niore honeſtly covered with Bretches then with Shire or Smock, or 
as if the Torments they meant to put them*t:: -would not. pierce deep 
enou; has wellin theoneas inthe other; with ſach ſhameleſs Spectacles | 
the chailt Inquiſitors fed their Ages, and -with ſach cruel Luft, : ſatisfied 
their infamons and deteſtable virginity. 

The Man or Woman ſtanding naked, *then' only: covered with little 
Bretches, they beckon to the :Formenter, (who is well aquainted with 
their ſecret ſign and watch word, -and can readily diſcern what Tor- 
ments the holy Fathers would: have them put to, to teach them the Faith

Then ſtanding thvs naked, they exhort them once again to tell therrarh. 
If the Patient be co- endure the Cord, they tye his hands behind his back 
puliing him up eight or ten times, according to the number of twitches 
Iimited by the: [nquilitors to the Tormentor. that ſo nothing may be done 
there without orGer ; at the firſt encounter are reckoned upto him all his 
Articles,:and then, befides birding his kands, they tye his Thumbs to- 
gether: with a ſmall Cord, then they tye his nds and Thumbs unto a 
[greater Cord, hoiſting him up by a Pulley very high, which done, they 
put vpon his Le s hcavy Bults, it he have not then: on before, to which 
areyet added, for the firſt pall, an lorn weight of twenty five pounds, 
which 1s hanged to tliole Bolts between his Feet; being thus arrayed the 
'Tormentor draws him up on high, the Regiſter and Inquiſitor mixing

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therewith their former Exhortations, confeſs; when he comes to touch 
the Pulley with his Head, they urge him yet then to confeſs; tt he obey, 
they preſently let him down, it not, then they let him hang in this con- 
dition until he have anſwered their demands; now after he hath hung thus 
without making any Contcflion, they let him down to redouble on, his 
feet the former weight, and then pulling him up again, threatning him, 
'to hang there till he die, if he declare not to them what they ask of him, 
commanding the Tormentor to let him hang a long while, that through 
the heavineſs of the weight, which hangs at his Feet, all his Members and 
Joynts are ſtretched out beyond mealture; when the Patient throrvgh the 
extremity of Torment which he endurescryes out, they in like fort cry as 
loud as they can, that he ſhould now confefs what he knows, if not, then 
they let him fall ; for when they perceive he continues conſtant, then they 
command the Officer to let go the Cord, which 1s as foon done as 
ſpoken, yet not wholly and altogether to the mid way, buta certain ſtop 
which hinders his falling ro the ground, by reaſon whereof he receives 
ſuch a ſnddain check, his Body is pitifully and miſerably ſtretched. 

But yet this ſufficeth not,for then, if throngh their importunity he will 
confeſs nothing, they augment the weight the third time, and if the 
Poor creature, in regard of his intollerable pain, cail upon the Lord to 
help him, anc deſire to be let down, then they Scoff and Mock at hitmm,, 
preſſing him to confeſs, telling tim. that is nor all, threatning him by 
the Srtrappade,as before. This */elliſh Torture beginneth at nine, and laſt- 
eth till one a clock; and when they plcaie to make an end, they ask the. 
Tormentor, it he have the other E'gines ready, and at their going, all the 
comfort they give their difſolate Paticnr, is thus ; this ſhall ſuffice, ſay 
they, for this time, but, look between this and to morrew, thoi advilſeft

Wikiam Garduer was born at Briftol of honeſt Parents and naturally 
givento gravity, of a mean ſtature of Body, but a comely and pleaſant 
Conntenance, yet in no part ſo excellent as in the inward qualitiesof the 
mind, hich from a Child he had kept without ſpot of reprehenſion ; be- 
ing Apprentice with a Merchant in Br:fol, his Maſter ſent him a Voyage 
into Spain, but by accident the Ship arrived at Lisbon in Portugal ; where 
after he came aſhore, he was veryſtrict in keeping himſelf, leſt he ſhould 
be defiled with the Portzgals Superſtition ; whilft he remained there a 
Marriage was to be ſolemnized; between the King of Portals Son and 
the King of Spains Dayghter, the which, amongſt other People he going 
to the Publick place to ſee, and beholding the Peoples: great Idolatry, 
the yonng man was ſore pricked and moved in his Conſctenceagainſt, is 
yet had not an opportunity tobear his Teſtimony againſt it at that time, 
bur left the place, and went away witha great Burthen upon his mind 
which continued, inſomuch that he ſought out fecret and lolitary Places 
where he might call upon God with Tears, and eafe his mind, bewail- 
ing himſelf tor negletting his duty in teſtifying againſt the Impiety and 
Superſtition. of that People ; concluding in his mind to take another op- 
portunity to clear himielf, and to that end made up his Accounts with 
all men, and then gave himſelf continually to Prayer and Meditation on 
the Lord, taking little Meat by Day, or Sleep by Night.

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Upon a Complaint made to the Council, call'd, Le Chamber Ardame, 
That the Judges ſuffered Hereticks to have their Tongues 3 immediately 
thereupon a Decree was made, That all which were to be burnt, anleſs they 
recanted at the Fire, ſhould have their Ton;ucs cut out , which Law after- 
wards was diligently obſerved. 
Stephen Pollard, coming out of Normandy, 1n the year 1546. (where 
| he was born) unto AMcwx, tarried there not long, but he was compelled 
to flee, and went toa Town called Fera, where te was apprehended, and 
brought to Paris, and there cait into a foul and dark Prifon, and there 
kept in Bonds and Fetters a long time, where he ſaw almott no light; 
at length being calPd for before the Senate,and his Sentence given to have . 
his Tongue cut out, and to be burnt alive, his Satchel of Books hanging 
about his Neck; O Lord, ſaid he, is the World in Blindneſs and Darkneſs 
fill! for hethonght, having been cloſe Priſoner to long, that the World 
had been alter*d from its old Darknels, tobetrer Kuowledge;z at laſt 
with his Books about his Neck, he was burnt to death. 

' Florent Venote remained a Priſoner in Paris four years, during which 
time he was put to divers Torments, one kind of Tormenc was, he was 
put ina narrow place, fo ſtrait that he could neither ſtand nor lie, whick 
they called the Hoſe or Boots, becauſe it was ſtrait below and wide above z 
in this he remained ſeven Weeks, where the Termentors affirm, that no 
Thief or Murtherer could ever endure fiiteer dayes, but were in danger 
of Life or Madneſs; and at laſt, on the 9th of Fly, he'wa: burnt te 
death, with divers other Martyrs, who were burnt as a Spectacle, atthe 
King's coming into Parzs. SR als, : 

The next that ſuffered was a poor Taylor in Paris, who for working 
upon Holy-days (fo called) and denying to obſerve them, was clapt in 
Priſon, the King hearing of it ſent for him before hin, and ſome of his 
Peers; being before the King, he anſwered. with great -boldneſs, wit 
and memory, defending the cauſe of Chriit, neither flattering their Per- 
ſons nor fearing their threats, which firuck the & ing in a-great damp, in 
muſing in his mind ; which the Bilhops ſeeing, committed the poor Tays« 
Jor again to the hands of the Officer, ſaying, he wasa ſtubborn Feliow, 
and fitter to be puniſht, then to be marvelied atz within few days after 
he was condemned to be burnt. alive. 

[The next year two men for friendly admoniſhing a certainPrieſt which 
in his Sermon had abuſed the Name.of God, were both burned ; another 
young man of the Age of eighteen years, for rebuking a man i Parzs for 
Swearing, being ſuſpected to be a Lutheran, wa- apprehended, and 
brought beforethe Conncil at Pris, who commuted him to i'rifon, where 
he was ſo cruelly Racked and Turmented, that one of tie Pertecuiors lee-

aw hetier he would turn, to whom he faid, that he was in his way towards

| Jobn Foyer, and his Servant being a young inag, in the year 1552. cortt- 
ing from Geneva to their Country with certain Books; were apprehended 
by the way, and had to Tholouſe; where the Malter was firſt condemned, * 
the Servant being young, was.not ſa prompt to anſwer, but directed 
them to his Maſter, to anſwer them; when they were brought to the 
Stake, tie young man hirlt going up, began to weep, the Maſter fearing 
leſt he ſhould recant ran to him, and he was comforted ; as they were in 
the Fire, the Maiter ſtanding upright co the Stakeſhifred the Fire; from 
him to his Servant, being more carefall for him; /therrfor himſelfe; and 
when he ſaw him dead, he bowed down himſelf in the flame and fo 
expired. 

"farthia Dimonetws, Metchant at Zyons, in the year 1553: having been 
a man of a_ Vicious anddeteſtable, lite, was notwithſtanding through the 
Grace of God to the knowledge and Savonr of his Truth, for a-Teſtimony 
to which he was ſoon after Impritoned ; being in Priſon he had great con-

-Husband from his Wife, the Father from-his tender Children, and ne-. 
ver liketo ſee each other again : They were not gone far, but the Ene-- 
-my ſuddenly came upon them, finding them allembling together at pray- - 
'ers,_ and.ſpoiled them ofall that they had,. ſome they Ravithed, and ſome : 
they Scourged, practiſing what. Crueltyfand Villany they could deviſe a-. 
gainſt them ; the women.were in number about five hundred. This Aft- 
mers cauſed thirty men tobe carried-into.a Meadow, & there to be miſ=- 
'erably cut and hewed to peices by Souldiers, and he cauſed forty women | 
'to be put into a Barn full of Straw, and. the Barn to be ſet on fire tode- 
'ftroy them : the number of thoſe that were ſo unmercifully murdered by 
'this bloody Tyrant were. about one. Thouſand perſons, Men, Women: 
and Children. It is unexpreſſible how Lamentably and Cruelly theſe poor - 
People were Perſecuted, .inſomuch that no kind of Cruelty and. Tyranny - 
was left vnpractiſed ; for them that eſcaped intc the Woods and Moun- 
. tains, 'being taken, were either ſlain ont-right, or put in the Gally and - 
"mmadeSlaves; ſome. were famiſhed.in Rocks and Caves with Hunger ; and | 
thus it continued till God by his juſt Judgments cut off the bloody Tyrant;

' Tnnocaſe ought we to neglef.to remember the Tragical and Furions-. 
-Maſſacrees in Fravce, wherein were Murdered ſo many Hundreds and:i 
*Thonſands of Proteftants. And firſt, for brevities ſaky.to over-pals the: 
bloody Butchery of the Papiſts in Orange, againſt the Proteſtants,, molt: 
fiercely and unawares breaking into their Houſes, andthere unmercifully-; 
killing Map, Woman and.Child, ſome of whom they threw. out intothe - 
Streets, ſome. they ſmothered with Smoke, with Sword and. Weapon:. 
ſparing none. the Carkaſes of ſome they threw to.Dogs:: Eikewile, to.. 
paſs over the cruel Slaughters at Roar, Dzepe, Ligolinmz Anjon, Ceſarodum, 
Abbats-Villa, Valonia, Caſter, Samarobriage, Galiacum, and many other. 
1 briefly over-flip; toenter now into.the matter above-promiſed,: that is, . 
briefly to ſpeak of the horrible and moſt barbarous Maſlacree wrought in., 
'Peris, ſuch as 1 ſuppoſe was never heard of before among the very Hea-..

At Lyons eight hur dred were moſt miſerably and cruelly murthered, 
the Children hanging at their Fathers Necks, and the'Fathers imbracing 
their Children, &c. Three hundred were ſlain-in the Biſhops houſe. 

At Tholoſſa two hundred were Murthered. .

him; but he regarded then not, 'but ſpake to the people in as pood Lan-

a Witneſs againlt the Pope and his Foltowerswickedneſs, . 

In the year 1595 a young man, about the age of twenty five years being 
at Rome, was much ſtirredina Religious Zeal, againſt their horrible 
Idolatry, as the Bifhop was going a Procefſion the young man plucks 
the Pix out of his hand, and threw it to the ground, calling, Wrerched 
Jdelater, for which he was apprehended and ſent to priſon, and ſhortly 
after Pope Clement the eighth hearing of it, ordained, that he ſhould 
be immediately burnt, but ſome of the Cardinals adviſed, that he might _ 
rather be kept till a further examination; and accordingly they kept * 
him eight'dayes in priſon, but when they ſaw nothing could be drawn 

-from him, but theſe words, viz. Such was the will of God : Then they 
{ſtripped him naked to the middle, and put on the form of a Devil or Dra- 
gonupen his head, and then bound him in a Cart, and carried him to the 

lace of Execution, where he was burntalive. 

[ find alſoa Relation of three other Engliſh-men put to death at Rome, 
the manner oftheir ſufterings areas followeth : They meeting tog:ther 
entered intoa Conference, concerning the ſtate of the Church :t that 
time, complaining that the Zeal of Gods Glory was wonderfully cooled 
amonglt men ; yea, and that even —_ of the Religion, were grown 
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but too worldly wiſe; that Sathan by little and. little was, ſowing the 


ſeed of Atheiſm every where, by rocang men aſleep in the Cradle of 


Security ; whereupon, commending themiclyes into the hands of God, 
they determined to take their Voyage to Roe, and there to encounter 
with the Adverſary of Chriſt ; thither they came, and after twoor three 
dayes, two of them behaving themſelves modeſtly, did in ſecret mani- 
feſt to ſome the Truth of the Goſpel, who being betrayed, were im- 


- , Priſoned andpnt todeath, without apy further ado; the third reſolved 


to bear his Teſtimony more publick, and therefore taking an oppor- 
tunity, when the Pope was in the midſt of his Maſſing devotion, ſtepr 
quickly to him, and pluckt the hoſt out of his hamds, and trod it under 
his feet, teſtifying againſt the Maſs and Antichrilt ; the people in a 
rage fell upon him, beating and. bruiſing of him, and he was forthwith 
bound and ſet upon an Als, and the Executioners with lighted Torches 
burnt his Face, Mouth and Tongue firſt, when the flames came over- 
thyart his Cheeks, he was hezrd to cry, Lord forgive them, they know nos 
what they do; and then they conſumed his body with Fire to Aſhes. 

And herein the Reader bath ſeen the invinceable Conſtancy of theſe 
Martyrs, who in .their burning Zeal for Religion, dryed up the Ri- 
vers: of Perſecution; and were never tyred in Suffering, until the Per- 
ſecutors ſwords were blunt-with the flaughter.

An Account of ſuch as ſuffered in the Reign 
of Queen Elizabeth. hs 


Am now come to the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, in whoſe firſt year 
the Parliament reſtored the firſt fruits and tenths to the Crown, 
and the Proteſtant Religion was again eftablilhed, the Biſhops 

that refuſed the Oath of Supremacy were removed, and others put in 
their rooms;. in this Queens time, about the Eleaventh year of her 
reign aroſe a People- making a Profeſſion of the Pure Religion, and 
would al'ow of nothing but what was direCtly taken out of the Scriptures» - 
openly condemning the received Diſcipline of the Church of Exglazd, to» 
gether with rhe Z:rurgy, and the very calling of the Biſhops, as ſavonr- 
ing too much of the Romiſh Religion, declaring it to be an impious thing 
, to-hold any thing common with the Church of Rome, and uſed a.] dili- 
gence to-have the Church of England reformed in every point accord= 
ing to the rule of the Church of Genevaz amongſt theſe Difſenters were 
Coltman, Burton, Hal.ingham and Benſon, whom the Queen commanded 
to-be 'commitred to Priton, yet it is a thing almoſt incredible how on a 
ſuddain their Followers encreaſed, known by the envious name-of Pars. 
tans, who preached nothing more then Evangelical Parity, crying down 
the Eccleſiaſtical Form of Government, as a thing poluted with Roman 
Dregs, ſetting out Books in Print to the ſame effect, refuſing to go to 
the Publick Worſhip, as it was then uſed 3 whereupon: many endeayours 
were uſed to ſuppreſs them, and the Law was commanded to be put if 
Execution, which required Uniformity, and the Books wrote by the 
Puritans to bedelivered into the Biſhops hands, on-pain of Impriſonment 3 
by theſe courſes of perſecution and force they were kept down for a time, 
the Arch Biſhop of Camerbury uſing his utmoſt endeavours to ſettle an 
- uniformity in Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline, according to the Laws, which he 
law lay gaſping, if the Puritans excrealed, and thereupon. provided Ar- 
ticles for all Miniſters to [ſubſcribe, but he found: great oppoſition or &- 
iturbance in this his Deſign, both at home and abroad ; for one _— 
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Brown, ayoung, man of Cambridge, from whom a People called Browniſts 
took their name, and one R:ch. Harrijon a School-maſter, theſe fet forth 
Books in Zealand, and diſperſed them over England, condemning the 
Church of England for no Church ; theſe Books were by Authority yro- 
hibited, and ſeveral ofthe chiet of theſe Browniſts were executed at Bury 
in'S»ffolk, as the Reader ſhall underſtand more particularly in this follow- 
ivg Diſcourſe, -as far as I can give a diſcovery by the Authors 4 could 
rocure. : SEE 
E As I have ſaid, thongh by the forcible courſe the Biſhops took, theſe 
People were kept under at times, yet in the one and thirtieth year of the 
Queen, Puritans Flames brake forth again, and Books were written by 
the names of Martin- Mir-prelate, and another Book by Perry-and Udat 
againſt the Government ot Bithops, and Barrow and Greenwood wrote x 
ſhort Treatiſe, called, a Plat-Form, in which was contained ſharp Re-. 
proofs to the Clergy, ſaying, Thar all falſe and Antichriſtian Miniſters, 
-ought by the Princes Authority to be rooted out, and that their Anti- 
chriſtian ard Idolatrous Livings ought to be converted to charitiable 
civil uſes, and are not to be appropriated or given to Gods true Miniſtry, . 
for the maintenance thereof, neither ought it to receive the ſane; for 
it ſtands not with the honour of God, that Bethel, Gods Houſe, ſhould 
be garniſhed and ſupported with the things belonging to, or taken from 
Bethaven, the Houſe of Idols, as if the Almighty wanted other means 
for ſupport of his own Houle, and muſt needs be beholden to the Houſe 
of Idols to help him and his. : 
For theſe, and ſuch matters by them openly divulged, they were im- 
priſoned, and all that would not bow, the Biſhops reſolved to break 
them to.pieces; on the other hand, the more hotly they were perſecuted 
by the Biſhops, the more the Zeal ſtirred-in.them to oppoſe, ſtrengthen- 
ing themſelves daily through-their diligence in Reading the Scriptures, 
that they might -be enabled to oppoſe the Clergy, whoſe Reformation 
they ſaid was no:more then caſting outthe name and Perſons of the Pope 
and Papifls, and yet reſerved all their Livings and Priviledges, -even all 
the fat and gainful Ware of Amalcck unto themſelves. | 
- Butin theend of ittheſe:things, .as it ſeldom hath been known, ſo far 
_ aS Thave obſerved, that whentoever the Truth appeared, though in the 
icaſt Meaſure, bur it -coſt ſome Blood, which ſhould make men love it 
the better: Son theſe times, this Barrow, Gr.exwood and Penry, and 
ſeveral others, lea'ed their Teſtimony, firit by hard Impriſonment, 
and at laſt by death at ſelf, as in the ſequel will appear; and if what 1 
find upon record bettruc (as | have no-cauſe to believe otherwiſe)the chief 
Joſtrumentsof their deaths were the Clergy, and not the Queen : For

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; when the- Queen asked Dottor Raynolds what he thought ofthoſe two 
men (meaning Barrow and Greenwood.) he anſwered, It: would not avail 
any thing to ſhew his Judgmentconcerning them, ſeeing they were put. 
. to death; and being loath to ſpeak his niind further, the Queen preſked: 
him, and charged him to ſpeak, whereupon he anſwered, that he was. 
_ perſwaded it they had lived, they would have been two as worthy In- 
 ſtruments for the Church of God, as hath been raiſed up. in this Age :. 
' The Queen ſighed, and ſaid:no more: But aſter that riding toa Park, 
by aplace where they were executed, called to mind their ſuffering of 
_ death, (and being willing to have further information concerning them) 
_ demanded of the Earl of Camberland (that was preſent when they ſuffer-. 
_ ed) whatend they made. he anſwered, a very godly end, ard prayed 
. for your Majeſty and the State ; moreover one Phz/rps, a famous preach- 
| er, having both heard and ſeen Barrows Speeches and Preparation. for 
death, ſaid, Barrow /' Barrow ! my. Soul be withthine. And now before T 
_ give Account of the places where theſe perſons were executed, It will be 
neceſlary to inſert their Complaint to the.

the holy Society of the Saints and Church of God, We are inforced tv

ouſneſs ſake that ever was in the World, who for that.very cauſe. 
hath hunted after the Blood of. the Saints, even fromthe begin-. 

uing unto this day, was for his Perſecution curſed of God abave all Crea- 
tures, Ger. 3. 14. —— | 

Cain perſequted his godly Brother, Abel unto death, andithat for no, 

other cauſe, but for Righteouſneſs ſake, even becauſe his own. works., 
were evil, and his Brothers good and Righteous, 1:Fobn 3, 12. Was. 
therefore curied of God witha bitter-Curſe, even from the preſence of 
God, and from the Earth, and made a Fugative and Vagabond in the 
Earth ; yea, ſo great was his Puniſhment, that he ſaid, Jt mas greater then.) 
he could bear, Gen. 4. 11, 12, 13. TH 

Iſhmael was another Perſecutor, for he. was. a. Mocker. of his Brother

-without acauſe,and as himſelf confeſſed, who in a Proud and inlolent 11an- 
-Ner proteſted he would make Zernſalem a common burying place, and the 
Streets thereof run with the blood of Gods People, was by Gods jalt Judg- 
ment plagued with a grievons ſickneſs, having a remeditels pain in his 
Bowels, and an intolerable Torment in his inward Parts, his Body bred 
abundance of Worms, continually crawled out of the ſame ; yea, he 10 
rotted above ground, that by reaſon of an intolerable ſtink, no man 
could endure tocome neer him, neither could he himſelf endure the ſame;

Semnacrib King of Afyria, the great Oppreſlor and Perſecutor of 1/rae! 
and 7dab, and horrible blaſphemer and reprocher of the living God (the 
God of [/racl and Fudah,though they were left of him for a time, for their 
forſaking him, and falling to idolatry ) and a great Defyer of him by the 
Mouth of wicked Rebſhakerh, boaſting and threatning what he would do 
unto Feruſalem, and unto the men in it, viz. He would maky them eat their 
own Dung, and drink their own Piſs, was by the Judgment of God,-in the 
-midit of his Pride,difappointed of his wicked purpoſe; for the Lord ſent 
his Angel into the Camp of A4ſjria, and ſlew in one Night of his men 
"One hundred fourſcore and five thouſand, ſo that when they aroſe early

 Eviky of a hainous-crime, that he-was clear of, and haying laid it to his.

the People, they bind it with a great Oath, one wiſhing to be deſtroyed 
by Fire, if he faid not true; the other to. be conſumed withra grievous 
ſickneſs; the third, to looſe both his Eyes, if they did'Lye :. Narciſſus, 
although having his Conſeience clear, yet not able, being but ane man, 
:to withſtand their Accuſation, bound with ſuch Oathes, gave place, and 
removed himſelf from the Multitude into a ſolitary Detert by himſelf, 
where he continued many years; in th2 mean time to them which ſo will- 
ingly and wickedly forſwore themſelves, this happened : The firſt, by 
caſualty of one little ſmall ſparkle of Fire was burnt, with his goods, and 
all his Family. T he Second was taken with a great ſicknels, from the top 
to the toe, and devoured withithe ſame, The Third hearing and ſeeing 
-the punithment of the other, confelled his fault, but through great Re- 
.pentarice -poured out ſuch tears that he loſt bath his Eyes, and thus was 
their falſe perjury puniſhed, and Narciſſus, after long abſence returned 
homeagain, was by this means both cleared of the Fact, and received in-

- Antiochas, T ormentor and Executioner of extreatne torments (under '
